“The president” It was announced 
“in determining whether to allow or 
withhold a grant, will also consider 
to what extent the budget of the 
applicant is balanced or in process 
of balancing and will prefer those 
public bodies which jnit their fi­ 
nances in order.” 
Among the policies laid down are: 
Thirty hour week shall apply to 
labor where feasible, with a 40 hour 
week in others, the labor provision 
to be superseded where a code is 
formed.

Scientists are finding so many sermons in stones that the mes- 
sagti. aofnetimes contradictory in tenor, are likely to confuse the general 
puMie. Speakers at the International Geological Congress in Washing­ 
ton seem to have little difficulty In making a philosopher’s stone out of 
fragments which they discover in remote parts of the earth. Prom the 
tifflUarity of rcEks found in South America, South Africa, Australia and 
India, they now believe that a lost continent, formerly joining these 
lands, dieappgared in the Pacific Ocean as mysteriously as the fabled 
Atlantis in the Caribbean. 
From rocks found In Pennsylvania and a 
dozen other states is inferred a long series of volcanic eruptions 400,- 
000,000 years ago. 
Dr. R. ft. Rcfôcnkrans of Pennsylvania State College thinks thèse 
vmcanio rocks may record the different geological eras more accurately 
than the fossil remains of animal life. 
In t!w Ordovician period, he 
aays, ft depc^it of ashes fell over the area from what is now the Great 
Lake ragion to the Gulf of Mexico and eastward toward the Atlantic 
seftbtmrd. 
It eovered Alabama, Tennemee, West Virginia, Wisconsin 
and New York. Gradually the ash solidified into what is called “ben­ 
tonite.” In these layers tA bentonite and their varying thickness Dr.

Aug. 1.—Released un­ 
der stringent restrictions a a few 
hours after his arrest today, Ma­ 
hatma Gandhi, Indian religious lead­ 
er waging a fight against untouch- 
ability, may begin a new “fast unto 
death.” 
This was the fear expressed by 
friends of the Mahatma, idol of In­ 
dia’s teeming millions, after the Brl- 
tlsh-Indian government Iwoke up 
his plan to march on a “fresh, sacred 
mission” of spreading the doctrine 
of individual disobedience. 
Stopped By Police. 
On the verge of beginning a 
march through Indian villages to 
launch the campaign, Gandhi, his 
wife, and 32 followers were arrested 
early this morning in a sudden po­ 
lice raid on his Ashram at Ahmeda­ 
bad. 
Gandhi was granted his freedom, 
however, only under terms restrict­ 
ing his movements and precluding 
further disobedience activity. In the 
event he ignores these terms, he will 
be re-arrested and liable to two 
years’ imprisonment under the Bom­ 
bay emergency powers act.

CHICAGO, Aug. 1. — Mounting 
payrolls and increased emplosunent 
in leading industries made them­ 
selves felt Monday as thousands of 
employers in Chicago and the Mid­ 
dle West readjusted their working 
forces to comply with the national 
recovery program. 
Many Chicago businesses, even be­ 
fore accepting the blanket code, 
have already enlarged their forces 
by hundreds of men. With the mails 
bring additional hundreds of signed 
acceptances of the code, 4,289 em­ 
ployers in Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Iowa have given their written ac­ 
ceptance of the code. 
Free employment services here re­ 
ported a demand for workers in all 
lines.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 1.—In a fi­ 
nancial operation to consolidate a 
portion of the short term debt and 
to provide funds for recovery oper­ 
ations, the treasury has offered 
$500,000.000 in eight year 3% per 
cent bonds, the first long term issue 
since September, 1931. 
It was expected, the Aug. 15 fi­ 
nancing, the date of the bonds, 
would exceed $900,000,000. In addi­ 
tion to the bonds the treasury of­ 
fered $350,000,000 in 1% per cent 
two year notes. 
The treasury reserved the right to 
increase the offering of bonds by 
an amount sufficient to allot in full 
all subscriptions in payment of 
which certificates of indebtedness 
maturing Sept. 15 are offered In 
payment. 
Public Participation 
On Aug. 15, $461,000,000 in certifi­ 
cates matures. The Sept. 15 matur­ 
ity is over $400,000,000. The trea­ 
sury expressed the hope that a con­ 
siderable amount of the Sept. 15 
maturity could be absorbed by the 
new bonds. 
In a statement issued from his 
Long Island home Secretary of the 
Treasury Woodin declared the new 
bond issue marks a further step in 
placing government finances on a 
broader and more stable basis and 
gives the public generally a wider 
opportunity to participate in the 
government’s recovery program.

By all odds, then, steel bodies seem preferable. 
Wheels also have become all-steel. No one argues that an electrically 
welded one-piece steel wheel, such as the Ford wheel, needs to be 
"strengthened” by adding wood to it.
